Coavention of France had named Com- 
miilioners eo treat with the combined powers as to 
the objeét of the combination and invafion of 
France, and what might be the preliminaries on 
which a treaty of Peace might be concluded ; that, 
in confequence of the aniwer given, Mr. Wation 
was Oo! opimen of a peace tm the fpring. Some- 
thing about the forrender of Breit was alfo report- 
ed ; but treated as idle. 

There was alfo areport shat Commiffioners had 
left Breit, and had arrived in England, for the 
purpole of agrecing on the furrender of that port 
on the tame conditions with that of Toulon,
